The Amendment filed on April 13, 2007 canceling all claims drawn to the elected invention and presenting only claims drawn to a 
non-elected invention is non-responsive (MPEP § 821 .03). The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention because 
the new claims that are presented in the Amendment filed April 13, 2007 are drawn to methods of treating extreme physical stress in a 
human comprising the steps of treating a human exercised to near physical functional capacity and who is experiencing extreme 
physical stress as evidenced by raised serum prolactin levels, administering at least 50 mg of L-theanine, resting said human for a 
period of 30 minutes during which time the peripheral controls of the human are reduced and are increasingly coupled to the human 
central nervous system including neurotransmitters, dopamine, epinephrine, norepinephrine and serotonin which are substantially 
unaffected, thereby accelerating recovery of the human fi-om extreme physical stress to complete regeneration, and, methods for 
accelerating recovery of humans experiencing extreme physical stress to near functional capacity comprising feeding said human 
about 50 mg to about 200 mg of L-theanine mixed in a foodstuff or drink, resting said human for 30 minutes to obtain complete 
regeneration to an unstressed physical condition. « 

All previously presented claims were drawn to methods for acceleration of a physiological recovery process of a body of a user afler 
physical and/or mental stressing comprising administering L-theanine. 

The following limitations were not recited in any previously presented claims: treating extreme physical stress in a human; a human 
exercised to near physical functional capacity; as evidenced by raised serum prolactin levels; resting said human for a period of 30 
minutes during which time the peripheral controls of the human are reduced; coupled to the human central nervous system including 
neurotransmitters, dopamine, epinephrine, norepinephrine and serotonin which are substantially unaffected; accelerating recovery of 
the human fi-om extreme physical stress to complete regeneration; humans experiencing extreme physical stress to near functional 
capacity; resting said human for 30 minutes to obtain complete regeneration to an unstressed physical condition; the L-theanine is 
enzymatically recovered.
